31 , the prior art of record does not teach a method for determining a response 
characteristic of an nth order linear system that comprises constructing a variance 
record and fitting a model to the variance record to find parameters of a response 
function. With regard to claims 32-34, the prior art of record does not teach a method for 
determining a response characteristic of an nth order linear system that manipulates 
pole-zero locations of a pole-zero function to fit the function to a power spectral density 
record.
